The details of a shocking murder growing

society men of the masons, went to a row 
of houses being built nt North Sixth street 
nnd commenced quarrelling with tho men at 
work there, who continued working till six 
six o'clock, which is an hour later than tho 
society rules allow. 
Kilduff struck two, 


named Burke and Koean, who rolaliatcd by 
throwing Kilduff to the sidewalk.

I let each 
turkey set the first time she wants to; but 
let no young turkeys run with a cpmmon liou 
for if they do so half a dozen times they era 
more trouble than fifty running with & 
turkey hen. 


The adrantago of lotting turkeys set on 


their first laying of eggs is this: Tho young 
turkeys arc batched before tho weeds and 
grass get high enough to wet aud befoul 
them in the morning. I watch thom two 
or three "fays, that no weak ones aro lost; 
then they got no moro attention, only 
feed- 


ing when they come to the house. On no 
account gire thom raw food when Bmnll—] 
feed mine on corn broad; sometimes soak i 
in sour milk and sometimes give them curd 
N«Ter shut them up unices it nuns hard. To 
prevent cholera, I give them sulphur twice 
a week. 


GARDENING IN THE Pimua SCHOOLS.—An 


enthusiastic French horticulturist rccdm 
mends a systematic teaching of the p rinci 
plos aud practice of gardening and 
fruit 


growing in tho public schools. This sug 
geation has boeu quito successfully carriec 
out by tho students of n western Now York 
academy, and tho, example, perhaps, migh 
be adventagoously imitated. According to 
the Frenchman's program, every pnbli 
School should have ft garden attached to it 
aud, in districts where tho services of a pro 
fessor of horticulture could not be secured 
tho pupils might bo placed under tho in 
structkm of n skilled gardener of tho neigh 
borhood, from whom they would learn tlit 
most important operations iu the culture o. 
vegetables, etc., while tho master of tlii 
school would supplement thoso practical in 
structions by lectures nnd explanations. Ibi 
school should also possess a horticultura 
library, a collection of models of fruits nui 
alimentary roots, specimens of timber am 
seeds, a small museum of e«ch animals 
birds, insects, etc., as tho gardener lias tc 
deal with, u horbn.'ium, sets of synoptica 
tables on various subjects, and the pupil 
should be taken from time to tiuio to ii 
spact the horticultural establishments of tl 
vicinity, nnd also to exhibitions and con 
fernnces.

Tho moro ailvancei 
pupils would study vegetable anatomy am 
physiology, the rotation of cropping iu th 
kitchen garden, the grafting nnd prunin 
of fruit trees aud other subjects of etjua 
importance. 


FJ;AS WITH CORN AND OATS WITH COTTO.V 


—As a rule, one crop on tho ground nt 
time is enough, nnd all crowding is unprofil 
able. 
As a partial exception, wo advise pea 


with corn, and in some cases tho small grain 
with cotton, us they make most of thei 
growth after tho original crop has ceased t 
require the soil, and we repeat here iuetruc 
lions given last year on this point:—"Oat 
may bo sown at tho last working of tho cof 
ton, no extra labor being required, excop 
the broadcasting of the seed between th 
rows, in advance of tho ploughs ; but oat 
sown so qarly in the season require to bo fe 
off before tho final picking of tho cotton, t 
prevent them from prematurely throwing u 
the seed stein. 
Sheep do this work wit 


great benefit to themselves and with no dim 
tiga to the cottou, provided, of course, tha 
they are tinned out as soon as the oats ai 
well cropped. 
Wheat sown later requires t 


be covered with plough or cultivator. 
Dur 


ing tho Winter, the cotton stalks must b 
broken down, whan tho grain will have fu 
possession of the field. This plan has bee 
found to work well, when tho land has bee 
in good condition aud is worthy of a mor 
extensive trial, where labor nnd mule powc 
aro scarce ; but it does not permit tha 
thorough preparation of the land necessa 
to tho best results in smiill grain culture.

Salt and lye are excellent preservatives

wood. It is well known that loach tub 
troughs end other articles used in the ma: 
ufaoture of potash never rot.

saturated with alkali, turn yellowish insid 
and remain impervious to the weather.
